Ilav«* misjudged what has been done by me. 
Win n the Porte Rieon bill was presented in 
the senate, I odored an amendment propos­ 
ing to refund theduties that hod been collected 
from the people of Porto Rico to the people 
who had paul the duties. I (lid that from the 
conviction that the government of th** Unit.*! 
States had no right to levy any tariff duti**H 
upon products coming from Port.) Rico, and if 
we had no such right it was common hon*-sty 
that we should give the money hack to the 
people from whom we hod taken it. 
I had never looked to see who had paid these 
revenues nor where this money would go. I 
am not in th** confidence of the sugar trust. 
They have not come to me to complain of that 
dutv by which they paid ti,800,OU). I did not 
know that such was the fact. Men who are 
more familiar with the doings of tin* sugar 
trust of course knew more alxmt that than I, 
that they had paid ti,600,000of this money into 
the treasury of the United States. I knew 
nothing of it. What I uiidci st<sxl the facts to 
ta* were that protests were made when these 
duti**s were levied, and Chat th** ease was 
pending iii the supreme court of the United 
Stat***., ami I ladieve that when the supremo 
court decides tins question it will direct this 
money shall be paid bark to the men who 
paul it. 
I believe in doing Justice, no matter who ih 
involv**d. I lw.ieve in giving the devil his due, 
and lf w e have no right under the laws to levy 
this tax and the sugar trust has paid a part of 
it and th e m oney is due to them it ought to Im* 
refunded. 
I have no fear of Gung misjudged by any 
m ender of this body. I do not believe any 
motive of thin kind haa ever been attribute!
